The bright, happy 
intellectual look on her face proves 
that she has risen above the com­ 
mon drudgeries of life and tak es 
pride and pleasure in advancing 
and elevating not only herself but 
her less fortunate sisters. 
She is 
interested in and understands, too, 
all the leading questions of the day, 
especially those pertaining to edu­ 
cation and reform. 
But this educated woman of to­ 
day is just as womanly as of old, 
and she still cares for the femi­ 
nine graces and attractions, 
as 
is proved by the many chic and 
stylish costumes to be seen. 
The programme of this meeting 
contains many topics of general in­ 
terest and, judging from the work 
of today, each and every woman 
will derive great benefit from this 
convention. 
This morning when the hour for 
opening the meeting arrived the 
spacious parlors of the Royal Tribe 
of Joseph were filled almost to over­ 
flowing with 
women—all 
club 
women of Missouri.

Our welcome 
is not less hearty that we feel our 
shortcomings, but we promise to 
do our best, and assure you that our 
hearts go out to every woman here, 
and we want each to feel that she 
has an especial welcome. 
Our work is still in its pioneer 
stage in this state, but I have faith 
in it and feel that the W om en’s 
Clubs of Missouri,with its able and 
enthusiastic members, have a bril­ 
liant future before them. 
Look how our work has widened 
in the last few years. 
A t one 
time the church was considered the 
only dignified way for a woman to 
show her ability and energy, and 
everyone concedes what a potent 
factor she was and is in all re­ 
ligious m atters; and although every 
time woman feels that the Master’s 
work is paramount to all other« , 
yet it is her pride ami ho;i-t that 
whatever work she has come in 
touch 
with, 
her 
inlluence 
has 
elevated and purified it. 
W e point with pride to the hos­ 
pitals, k indergartens, schools and 
charities 
of 
all k inds that are 
created and managed by women 
most successfully ; and people are 
beginning to find that women who 
are progressive and want a voice in 
certain public affairs are no less de­ 
voted wives and. mothers, and just 
as domestic and womanly as they 
were before 
tliese 
subjects in­ 
terested them. 
The home is where woman is 
queen,and right royally she can rule 
if she realizes that her first and 
most sacred dutv is to her realm, 
before attem pting to iielp the com­ 
munity of life. 
As has been said before, 
the 
home is the basis of our society; 
and healthfulness, moral ami phy­ 
sical of our home, its culture and 
happiness, are in our k eeping. 
Let 
us look well to them with the calm 
assurance that no other work is so 
essential to its progress. 
The more we strive to seek cul­ 
ture for ourselves, the more we feel 
the importance in carrying it to 
others, and in this respect what an 
inestimable benefit the trav'eling 
libraries will be to 
places and 
people who have longings for better 
things without the means of gratify­ 
ing them. 
It is impossible for us to over­ 
estimate the far-reaching and re­ 
fining effects of good book s to us 
who are surrounded by these things ; 
it is hard to conceive their en­ 
nobling influence upon the minds 
of those wliose homes offer no such 
uplifting environments.
